The Hopkinsville Water Company 
means business now, has meant it all 
the time, but has been hampered in 
its movements by the refusal of Mi . 
Lee Ellis to part with a piece of 
land adjoining its site for making a 
large lake. The tract of land the 
company has wanted contains 35 
acres, and it has been trying to get 
Mr. Ellis, as the water company's 
manager, Mr. T. W. Morris, tells us, 
to part with it since spring, but Mr. 
Ellis failed to consider any offer for 
it; so the company, as a last resort, 
instituted condemnatory proceed- 
ings. Three appraisers, Messrs. .1. 

i. Starling, Lowe Johnson and C. 
B. Meacham. were appointed to ap- 
praise the land, and made their re- 
port at $25 per acre, and the com- 
pany will become the owners unless 
an appeal is taken. In that even 
only a very little time will be lost. 

The refusal of Mr. Ellis to sell has 
caused the company to delay pro- 1 
gress in their work to some' ^xtent, 
though they have never abandoned 
the idea of building a larger reser- 
voir or lake. The rapid increase in 
population demarids a much • larger 
supply of water, and the sewerage 
system now being put in makes it 
absolutely necessary. The enclosed 
space to be filled with 'water will 
contain 60 acres and will hoid 160, 
000,000 gallons of waten The lake 
will be fed from springs ahdjMHv.be' 
perfectly nalear; It will be -Wtown. 
probably, as "Reservpjr No. 2." and. 
will be connected with the relefcvoir' 
in use at'present. If', for any cause, 
it should be desired to temporarily 
abandon reservoir No. 1, :hen"'>Jo. 
2 can be callled into use in a'mo- 
ment's time— merely by openifig the 
flood gate. The capacity of Uir- new 

■servoir, Mr. Morris says, will' sup- 
ply the city with all the water it 
needs during a drouth- even if not 

drop of water should fall within 
a year. 

The company, as was publish^ in 
this paper some weeks Binee, has had 
surveys made, employed experts to

A tragedy occurred at the home 
of John C. Davis, about two miles 
from the city; Tuesday afternoon 
about tw) o'clock,, in .which Mr. 
Davis was killed by bis son-in-law, 
James Courtney. 

The wife of Mr. Courtney was the 
only Witness of the affair, and as 
she Is prohibited by -the law from 
testifying, Courtney's version may 
have to be accepted. 

Mr. Davis was at one time in the 
Asylum and it is said by persons 
best acquainted with him that, 
though there was no indication of 
insanity, during the latter years of 
his life, he was subject to frequent 
outbursts of high temper, and at 
any imaginary provocation seemed 
anxious to settle the difference by a 
fight. When there was nothing to 
disturb him he was calm and agree- 
able to everyone. 

Before the killing hq was evident- 
ly in great mental trouble. By per- 
sistent work'and strict economy he 
had made a good living for his 
family and paid for a good farm, 
and was what is termed "a well 
fixed farmer." 

The day before his tragic end he 
was in town and told a friend with 
whomlie had long been trading that 
he was in troublevthat his son-in-law 
was preparing to leave bim and 
some of the family wanted him to 
rent or soil out and move into the 
city, lie was advised tro^ jpdmjj/ to 
town and leave the manageim?rit of 
the farm to his son. 

James Courtney, who did the 
killing, is a son of. t the late Jonas | 
Courtney. Mrs. Courtney and her 
younger son, 'Edward, have been 
living in thief city for several years. 
James Courtney married a daughter 
of Mr. Davis several years ago, and 
we are told that he has lived with 
the family since becoming a mem- 
of it 

The killing, as near as we can give 
it from different sources, is briefly 
as follows: Davis and Courtney were 
in a barn firing tobacco, when a sub- 
ject that had been previously dis- 
cussed was again opened and, ac- 
cording to Courtney's version, Mr. 
Davis' temper, got the better of his 
discretion, and he started at his 
son-in-law in a threatening manner, 
when Courtney left the barn t% get 
out of his way, starting direct to 
the house, followed by his assailant 
with a cross-cut saw. His story is 
that with the knowledge that his 
father-in-law, about thirty years ago 
had been adjudged insane and had 
spent some time in the asylum and 
believing that his life was in danger, 
as his pursuer followed him to the 
house, he grabbed his gun and fired, 
aome of the shot taking effect just 
below the left breast and ona or two 
in the abdomen. Mr. Davis fell and 
lived but a short time after. 

Courtney came to town and gave 
himself up to the authorities and 
was sent to the county jail until a 
time is set for his examining trial. 

On being notified of the killing.Cor- 
oner Allensworth went to the Davis 
home where the body was lying and 
summoned a jurv, which inquired 
into the matter as far as possible 
and rendered the following verdict: 

We, the jury, sworn by Coroner 
Alllensworth to look into the cause 
of the death of John C. Davis, find 
he came to his death by a gun in the 
hands of James Courtney. We 
further find that one load was a 
glancing Bhot from the right side. 
We further find that the load that 
killed him took effect in his back.

that Courtney will enter Vpfei of 

self-defense. 

There were no witnesne* to 
killing except Courtney's wife, who 
declined to talk about it. The fact 
that the fatal shot entered Davis' 
back, is in direct refutation of 
Courtney's story that he shot Davia 
in the breast as he was advancing 
upon him with a saw in his hand. i- 
H. Duvall and G. T. Littlefield. two 
of the jurors who arrived before the 
body was picked up, are quoted 
saying that there was no saw 
other weapon where Davis fell.
